abuse of the process of the court. This is 
also a matter which concorns the Official

‘This. then mukea him a natural 
horn subject of the King. but in order to 
make this point clear (and it isun important 
point) a certificate of Sir George Bowen, 
the then governor of the colony, dated 
Bist July, 1884, was referred to. It was 
given under the seal of the colony anil was 
6 the cffect that having cxamined two 
aftidavits of birth His Excellency was 
saisfied that Wei Lung Shan, the debtor, 
was bom in the colony andtherefore that 
ho believed him to be a British subject. I 
understand that the: ificates are issucd 
in virtuo of pormissive instructions from 
the Secretary of Stato given in August 
1862, Lhave'never scen ono boforg and as’ 
it was referred to in the argument I must 
expreas my opinion: on it. In an English 
Court such a certificate is of no value 
whatever for any legal purpose os 
It is very necessary thak such certificates 
if they are to We iseued ft all should be 
drafted with extrome ¢are. The idea on 
which.they were allowed clearly was that 
nothing positive-should be stated and the 
statement of belief must be limited to the 
fact of birth in the colony. Otherwise 
the isste of the certificates be nttend- 
ed with considerable danger, for I undor- 
stand that they are sometimes used by 
foreigm ‘consuls for use in foreign” ports 
and it may well be that being undor 
tho seal of the colony they would 
reeeive a larger measuro-of credence so 
far ag the fact of birth is concemed than 
they are entitled to,.and in law they. are 
open to two objections with regard to the 
statement of belief in British “nationality. 
Jn the fu'st place thoy ignore the possi % 
or vather prokwbility, that ‘some of the 
recipients may be the unfortunate viel ims: 
of double, natiouslity, being Chinese as 
well as British subjects, and secondly there 
is aregular process fur settling duabts ax te 
uationality provided in the legitimacy de- 
claration Act’ 1958. It is true that that 
‘Act prabsbly does not apply toa colony 
where the cuart-has divorce jurisdiction 
ns here, but that makes it all the more 
necessary tu issue certificates of nationality 
with the gr eaution lest they should 
be confused with those issued under that 
Act. There is wlso another process for quiet- 
ing daubts as to the right of 2 person to he 
akBritish subject provided by section 7 of 
the Naturalisation Act. Tt seems 
clear that. in applying the teat of domicile to 
any case the court has regard ta the English 
notious of domicile and thorefore although 
domicile is obviously quite unknown to 
the Chinese we can from the point of view 
x of a Chinaman being 
Jed in China, Further, the ordinary 
rulo applies that unless n domicile of choice | 
is proved the domicile of origin is that of 
his father at the time of his birth. I may 
therefore at onco determine whst the 
debtor's domicile of ongin was. The debtor 
3 years old, so that he was born in 
1855. ‘The colony was moch too young in 
those days for nié to assume that a 
Chinaman ever deliberately intended to 
acquire such a° permanant homo in the 
colony as is necessary to tho nequisition 
of doniicile. The father's domicile was 
that of China at the dobtor’s birth 
and I have uo evidence hefure mo that his 
father changed his domicilo and so hiason’s 
domicile befora the debtor could acquire 
anew doinicile for, himself. . His 
Lordship reviowed ‘the evidence and said 
“On the debtor's statement there can bo 
no doubt that he never acquired & por- 
manent homa in Hongkong. .

By the death of Dr Ernest J. Hitef, tho 
Evangelical Lutheran pastor of Adelaide, 
there has been removed a man of many 
parts, whose‘ name. ie written in history 
and who will Iong he.remembored for his 
sterling saryices. to the Empire at one of 
those tiny, isolated; red splashes'on the 
tunp which mark the outposta of British 
civilization, Tho dostor, whe had com- 
pleted 10 months xbove tho threo-score 
years and ten, had been in ill-health since 
¢ end of Sast year. Two months ago his 
condition beesme serious, and he passed 
away at bis residence, Dequetteville-ter- 
race, Kent Town, on Tuesday evening. 

BIS BARLY DAYS, 

Missionary, aducationist, preacher, editor, 
author. These ara some of the activities 
to which his buay-lifo was devoted. He 
was a native of Wurteinburg, and his first 
studies were ab the Polagosiv, in Ess- 
lingen, whore be speitsix years. “Then ho 
went to the Theological Seminary of Schon- 
thal, whexe he studied for anothor four 
years, Heenterad the University of Tubin- 
gen, and four years Intor (1860) gained his 
degree of Master of Arts and: Doctor 
of Philosophy. Then he identified himself 
with the service of the church, and became 
vicar of the State Church of Wartemburg. 
He retained that positi-n for one year, and, 
with the leave of the consistory of the 
church, proceeded to China as a miasion- 

. For 16 years he engaged under the 
Basel, and afterwards the London Mission 
in miasion wark among tho Chinese and in 
the superintendence. of mission schools, 
‘During this time bo was deeply occupied 
in studying the Chinesa language, and in 
1870 he published tho Sanskrit Chineso 
work on Buddhism, which lad-to his be- 
coming recognised 4s an authority on the 
subject. ei 2 
IN THE CAUSE OF EDUCATION, 

The great work of his. life, however, still 
Iny before him; but his appointment in 
1878 by tho Secretary «£ State as hend of 
the. Education Department in the colony. 
of Hongkong, in succession to the Inte Dr 
Stewart, soon enabled him to embark upon 
it.*To the success which attended’ his 
ailministration, exten over 19 yeurs, 
eloquent tribute was paid when Dr Eitel 
determined to relinquish the post and take 
up his residence ‘in Australia, On’ that 
uccasion ho was presented with an address 
by the Chinese teachers of the Hongkong 
clementary schools jointly with the em- 
ployes of the Edueation Dopartment. ‘The 
document bore glowing testimony to the 
manner in which the doctor had devoted 
himself ‘to the task -of improving and- 
perfecting the .adminiaration .of the 
Education Department,” Ttreferred to the 
increase under his regime in the number of 
Government examined schoals from 41 to 
120, and stated that the ‘Government will 
lose an excellent official, the Hongkoug 
people will lose an excellont friend and. we 
veal loss an excelent minister.” Dr 
Chalmers, a missionary with whom Dr Eitel 
had been engaged in earlier yoars, presided 
attho farewell gntheriny, and after sperking 
euloyisticuly of hieycark, said ho owed Dr 
Eito} a special den 
rendered in the revision. of the translation 
of the Scriptures into Chinese, A press 
comment at the time mn thos :—The 
vducational movement in the colony has 
developed enormously since he has held 
the reins of office. He has discharged his 
duties in a thorouzhly censcientious man- 
ner from first to Inst, and he deserves 
|.well of the colony. Many will live to bless 
his memory ; many indeed, will griove 
when he is called uway, We trust that 
many years of nsefulnesk will yet remain 
to Dr Eitel, and that ho will recvive the 
liberal treatment at the hands of the Go- 
yernment which his good work in our midst 
andouhtedly’ entitles him to. Dr Eitel 
will at least: have a clear conscience in the 
assurance that he did his duty, and that 
success attended hie efforts to promote 
edueatiun among the rising generation.” 
The hina Mail of April 3, 1897, epoke of 
Dr Eitel as having won the open sesame to 
tho Chinese -heart ond mind, and added 
“His departue will be x distinct loss. to 
many Hougkong residents «f different 
nationahtios, and the colony will be distinct- 
ly poorer in literary talent." For 18 years 
Dr Bite} was editor of The Chine FR view. 
and his literary reputation was euhanced 
by the following. contributions to 
literature :—‘‘ A Bistory of Uongkeng.””

DEATH OF COL. J. A.M. 
STUART,C.B. 


The denth has occurred at his residence 
near Aberdeen, of Colonel John Alexander 
Man Stuart, C.B., C.M.G. -He served in 
various miliary and civil capacities in 
Chiru, Formosa, Manchuria, the Soudan, 
Exypt, the West Indies, and West Africa. 
His active service commenced in 1861, 
when ke. joined the Field Fores, under 
Brigadier-General Murray, employed in 
Chins, He afterwards served with the 
Anglo-Chinese contingent commanded by 
General Gordon throughout the Taiping 
Campaign of 1863-64, for which he received 
the Cfineso Medal‘und the Second Class 
of the Order of the Precious Star.
